Mr.  Chairman , Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1965. 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  for  the  population  mid  year  1965  is 
10,4120  an  increase  of  70  compared  with  last  year.  During  the  year  there 
were  168  births  and  95  deaths  compared  with  189  births  and  12'2  deaths 
last  year.  The  adjusted  birtlh  rate  for  the  District  of  17.09  compares  with 
a national  birth  rate  of  18.0  per  1,000  population  and  the  adjusted  death 
rate  of  9.39  compares  with  a national  death  rate  of  11.5  per  1,000  popu- 
lation. There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

On  infectious  diseases  115  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  being  fairly 
well  distributed  throughout  the  District.  112  of  the  cases  were  children 
under  fifteen  years  of  age. 

Concerning  sanitary  circumstances,  there  were  slow  but  steady 
improvements  during  the  year.  Water  continued  to  be  supplied  by  the 
Last  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  Water  Board  and  all  of  33  samples  examined 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Hull  proved  satisfactory. 

Progress  continued  with  the  provision  of  drainage  and  sewage  disposal 
schemes.  The  Kilharn  scheme,  which  came  into  operation  last  year,  had 
a further  sewer  added  during  the  year  to  serve  more  of  the  village. 
Construction  work  commenced  in  the  year  on  the  North  Frodingham 
scheme  and  active  work  continued  in  the  preparation  and  planning  of 
schemes  for  Naffer  ton,  Soutbburn,  Kirkburn,  Tiibthorpe  and  Middleton. 
Steady  progress  also  continued  with  the  conversion  of  earth  and  pail 
closets  to  water  closets,  81  being  converted.  It  is  estimated  that  1,640 
pail  and  earth  closets  still  remain. 

The  domestic  refuse  collection  service  was  improved  during  the  year, 
a fortnightly  collection  being  substituted  for  a bi-monthly  collection. 


A large  number  of  unfit  houses  remained  in  the  District,  it  being 
estimated  that  there  still  exist  140  beyond  repair  at  reasonable  cost  after 
29  had  been  closed  or  demolished  during  the  year.  The  clearance  of  many, 
however,  is  linked  with  the  building  of  new  houses  of  which  there  were  6 
completed  in  the  year. 

Routine  inspection  of  food  shops  and  premises  continued  and  your 
Public  Health  Inspector  reports  that  in  general  the  hygiene  conditions  are 


good.  The  number  of  inspections  increased  slightly  during  the  year. 
There  continued  100%  meat  inspection  of  animals  killed  in  slaughter- 
houses in  the  District. 

The  late  presentation  of  this  report  is  regretted,  but  is  due  to  an 
acute  staff  shortage  which  occurred  during  a large  part  of  the  current  year. 

In  presenting  this  report  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  work  and  help  during  the  year  and  also  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  constant 
interest  and  support.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

The  Hospitals  serving  the  District  are  as  follows  : — 

East  Riding  General  Hospital. 

This  hospital  is  under  the  East  Riding  Group  Hospital  Management 
Committee  and  admits  acute  general  and  geriatric  patients.  Out-patient 
facilities  include  clinics  for  medicine,  surgery,  orthopaedic  surgery, 
gynaecology,  paediatrics,  oto-laryngology,  chest  diseases,  ophthalmology, 
psychiatry,  dermatology,  radiotherapy  and  diabetic. 

Northfield  Hospital. 

Under  the  East  Riding  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  this 
hospital  admits  patients  suffering  from  chest  diseases. 

Castle  Hill  Hospital,  Cottingham. 

All  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  District  requiring  hospital  care 
are  admitted  to  this  hospital  which  is  under  the  Hull  “B”  Group  Hospital 
Management  Committee. 


NURSING  HOMES. 

There  are  no  private  nursing  homes  in  the  District. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

Part  III.  Accommodation. 

Accommodation  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  the  Limes  and 
Wofld  House.  These  two  homes  together  have  beds  for  109  elderly 
persons.

Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

In  September,  1965',  a Mobile  Infant  Welfare  Clinic,  provided  by  the 
County  Council,  started  to  hold  sessions  in  rural  areas  throughout  the 
County,  and  in  Driffield  Rural  D'istrict  provided  clinic  facilities  as 
follows  : — 
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Nafferton,  every  four  weeks,  on  a Wednesday. 

Cranswiclc,  every  four  weeks,  on  a Wednesday. 

Hutton,  every  four  weeks,  on  a Wednesday. 

Kilham,  every  four  weeks,  on  a Thursday. 

North  Frodingham,  every  four  weeks,  on  a Thursday. 

Bee  ford,  every  four  weeks , on  a Thursday. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service. 

Three  Nurse /Mid  wives  serve  the  District.  One  resides  above  the 

Victoria  Road  Clinic  at  28,  Church  Street,  Driffield,  one  at  19,  Bridge 
Street,  Driffield,  and  one  at  Garton-on-tbe- Wolds. 

Health  Visiting. 

Two  Health  Visitors  are  resident  in  Driffield  working  in  the  Driffield 
Area.  Their  office  is  at  the  Victoria  Road  Clinic,  Driffield  (telephone 
number  3168). 

Home  Nursing  Service. 

This  service  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery 
Service  as  detailed  above. 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  County  Council’s  Ambulance  Station  is  situated  on  Victoria 
Road,  Driffield  (telephone  number  3109). 

Domestic  Help. 

Home  Help  Service  which  is  rendered  in  the  District  is  administered 
from  County  Hall,  Beverley,  and  all  applications  for  this  service  are  dealt 
with  by  the  Home  Help  Organiser  (telephone  number,  Beverley  881281). 

LOCAL  EDUCATION  AUTHORITY— .SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

Routine  Medical  Inspections  are  carried  out  of  all  children  attending 
Local  Education  Authority  schools  in  the  District.  In  addition,  the 
following  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Victoria  Road  Clinic,  Driffield  : —

Speech  therapy  clinic  Once  per  week. 

OTHER  LOCAL  AUTHORITY  SERVICES. 

Buckrose  Health  Divisional  Co-ordinating  Committee. 

Once  every  two  or  three  months  a Co-ordinating  Committee,  unde»* 
the  aegis  of  the  County  Council,  meets  in  Bridlington  to  co-ordinate  the 
work  of  officers  in  the  district  who  are  concerned  with  the  welfare  of 
children.  The  primary  objects  of  the  Committee  are  the  prevention  of 
cruelty  to  children  in  their  own  homes  and  the  prevention  of  break-up  of 
families. 
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On  the  Committee  are  representatives  of  the  County  Children’s 
Department,  the  County  Health  Department,  the  School  Welfare 
Department,  the  County  Welfare  Department,  the  Housing  Managers  of 
the  District  Cou noils,  the  National  Assistance  Board,  the  National  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  the  Women’s  Voluntary 
Service,  Probation  Officers,  and  a Marriage  Guidance  Counsellor. 
Representatives  of  other  organisations  are  co-opted  from  time  to  time  as 
the  need  arises.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity  as 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  takes  the  Chair  of  the  Committee. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  SERVICE. 

Specimens  for  Bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  PubLic 
Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  at  Hull. 

VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS. 

British  Red  Cross. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society,  acting  as  agents  for  the  County 
Council,  provide  a service  for  the  loan  of  nursing  requisites  which  may 
be  needed  for  temporary  periods  for  sick  persons  being  nursed  in  their 
own  homes.

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service,  providing  meals  to  the  elderly,  was 
again  recognised  by  the  Council  and  a contribution  of  =£50  was  given 
towards  the  vehicle  maintenance.  The  service  operates  in  the  villages  of 
Nafferton,  Hutton  Cranswiek,  Wainsford,  Wetwiang,  Garton  and  North 

Dalton. 

Family  Planning  Association. 

The  Family  Planning  Association  hold  a clinic  on  the  second  Thursday 
in  each  month  from  7 p.m.  to  8 p.m.  at  the  Driffield  Clinic,  Victoria  Road, 
Driffield. 

National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children. 

The  Driffield  Rural  District  lies  within  the  North  East  Yorkshire 
Branch  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children 
and  cases  requiring  the  services  of  the  Society  are  visited  by  Inspector 
White  working  from  Scarborough.  Inspector  White’s  work  is  much 
appreciated  by  those  of  us  in  the  Rural  Area  concerned  with  child  welfare. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT.

Water  Supply. 

The  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  Water  Board  are  the  water 
undertakers  for  the  area.  The  Board’s  offices  are  situated  at  “ Easterfield 
House,”  New  Road,  Driffield. 

Water  Samples. 

Samples  of  water  from  house  taps,  stand  taps,  private  bores,  wells, 
and  springs  were  taken  periodically  throughout  the  year  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Hull.

The  4 unsatisfactory  samples  taken  from  private  supplies  involved  2 
sources.  After  carrying  out  works  tlhe  supplies  proved,  on  re-examination, 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Kilham  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  which  came  into 
operation  in  1964  was  further  extended  this  year,  by  the  lay  ing  of  approxi- 
mately 1,500  yards  of  d"  sewer  together  with  the  necessary  manholes  and 
house  connections  in  Back  Street  and  West  End.  This  extension  completes 
the  sewering  of  the  Village,  with  adequate  facilities  for  the  development 
within  the  vlillage  for  the  foreseeable  future. 

Work  commenced  in  May  on  the  £48,573  scheme  for  North  Froding- 
ruvm  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  sewers,  manholes  and  house  con- 
nections outside  the  curtilages  of  the  properties  were  complete  and  work 
was  proceeding  on  the  construction  of  the  pump  houses. 

As  a result  of  flow  recordings  taken  at  Nafferton  to  assess  the  amount 
of  surface  water  entering  the  sewers,  four  artesian  boreholes  were  found 
to  be  discharging  into  the  sewers  and  a scheme  was  carried  out  to  divert 
the  flows  from  these  boreholes  to  ditches.  Further  flow  recordings  were 
commenced  to  assess  the  result  of  this  scheme  and  to  establish  the  extent 
of  infiltration  on  the  present  system  prior  to  re-co nsideraition  of  the 
Nafferton  .scheme  in  the  light  of  data  obtained. 

Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  preparatory 
work  in  connection  with  the  Southburn/Kirkhum/Ti'bthorpe  Scheme  and 
the  Middleiton  Scheme  and  various  consents  were  sought  prior  to  the 
submission  of  the  schemes  to  the  Ministry. 

No  alteration  has  been  .made  in  the  priority  for  sewers  and  sewage 
disposal  work  in  the  remaining  villages  during  the  year. 
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All  works  are  visited  regularly  by  the  full-time  Attendant  and  a 
systematic  maintenance  programme  carried  out.  Whenever  possible, 
repairs  are  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  9taff  to  avoid  delay  and 
expense.  All  motors  and  pumps  are  insured  against  major  breakdown 
and  an  Official  from  the  Insurance  Company  carries  out  detailed  inspections 
of  the  plaint  twice  a year. 

The  regular  cleansing  of  open  drains  and  ditches  has  been  carried  out. 
Closet  Accommodation. 

The  Council,  in  March  of  this  year,  amended  the  Minutes  controlling 
the  contribution  payable  in  accordance  wiitlh  Section  47(4)  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  voluntary  conversions  of  closets  other 
than  wrater  closets,  to  water  closets,  from  half  the  reasonable  cost  subject 
to  a maximum  contribution  of  <£*2i5  per  dloset,  to  half  the  reasonable  cost 
of  the  conversion  where  an  available  sewer  and  water  supply  is  available 
and  where  there  is  no  available  sewer  and  water  supply  each  application 
to  be  considered  on  its  merits. 

This  is  an  important  amendment  as  it  now  permits  the  construction 
of  septic  tank  drainage  to  those  dwellings  Which  are  in  sound  structural 
condition  but  in  isolated  positions  which  are  not  economic  to  sewer.

Domestic  refuse  was  collected  twice  a calendar  month  from  January 
to  November  and  depending  on  how  the  dates  fall  some  bins  were  left 
three  weeikis.  A re-organised  rota  came  into  operation  in  December 
whereby  bins  can  be  collected  fortnightly  throughout  the  year  with  the 
same  staff  and  vehicle  ait  what  is  estimated  to  be  only  a very  nominal 
extra  running  cost  of  the  vehicle.

The  total  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  service  including  workmen’s 
wages  is  estimated  at  £3, 138  per  annum. 

Night  soil  is  collected  at  Nafferton  and  Wiansford  only.  Here  a private 
contractor  does  the  collection  by  means  of  a horse-drawn  tumbler  cart;

Householders  in  all  the  remaining  parts  of  the  district  still  have  to 
dig  the  pail  closet  contents  into  whatever  land  is  available.

Sewer  Treatments. 

Sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  at  Beeford,  Fridaythorpe,  Gar  ton, 
Cranswiick,  Langtoft,  Middleton,  Nafferton,  North  Dalton,  North 
Frodingham,  Tibthorpe,  Watton  and  Wetwang.  303  test  baits  were  laid 
in  manholes  on  the  sewers  and  re-examined  after  4 days  and  8 days,  in 
only  HO  instances  was  poison  taken.  The  infested  areas  were  re-baited 
until  no  further  takes  were  recorded. 

The  difficulty  of  completely  clearing  the  village  tips  of  rodents 
continued  due  to  dumped  foodstuffs.  However,  regular  baiting  continued 
and  all  were  kept  reasonably  clear. 

During  the  year  880lbs.  of  bait  lias  been  used  bo  carry  out  treatments, 
Warfarin  being  the  poison  mainly  used. 
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HOUSING. 

Ait  the  beginning  of  the  year  estimates  allowed  that  163  dwellings 
were  so  sub-standard  as  bo  require  clearance  action.  A further  6 properties 
were  found  during  the  year  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not 
capable  at  reasonable  expense  of  being  made  fit. 

29  Properties  were  closed  or  demolished  during  the  year  thus  leaving 
an  estimated  14*0  unfit  dwellings  in  the  area. 

8#  Houses  were  found,  during  the  year,  not  to  be  fit  in  all  respects 
for  human  habitation,  7(9  of  which  were  remedied  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

A further  16  dwellings  in  the  Parish  of  North  Dalton  were  declared 
to  be  unfit  in  December  but  will  not  be  finally  dealt  with  until  1966. 

No  new  cases  of  overcrowding  came  to  light  during  the  year,  however 
5 cases  were  abated  by  the  re-lhousing  of  families  in  Council  Houses,  thus 
bringing  the  total  estimated  overcrowded  houses  in  the  district  down  to  19. 

6 Council  Houses  were  constructed  at  Bainlton  and  3'6  were  nearing 
completion  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  33  dwellings  were  constructed  by 
private  enterprise. 

The  total  number  of  Council  Houses  occupied  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  512.  The  waiting  lislt  for  Council  Houses  showed  284*  applications 
but  of  these  63  were  for  persons  living  and  working  outside  the  area  and 
26  applicants  are  Council  tenants  requesting  housing  in  another  Parish  or 
bungalow  accommodation.  The  total  number  on  the  live  list  can'  therefore 
be  regarded  as  195. 

The  improvement  of  houses  in  itilie  District  with  Grant  Aid  showed  a 
slight  decrease  over  the  previous  year.
